Gas prices exceeding the $3.50 per gallon mark helped motivate many employees of 
the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) to participate in the second 
annual 2007 Smart  Commute Challenge.  The Challenge was a fun competition.      
Companies or organizations registered as a team. There were four team categories: 
mini, small, medium and large. Employees received a point each time they Smart      
Commute to work: car pooling, riding a bus or bike, or walking. For each team       
category, the highest cumulative percentage of smart commutes out of the total       
number of employees of the company or organization was the winner.  
 

To make the Challenge a little more competitive, many divisions within the DEQ registered as a team.  Last year, the 
DEQ's Environmental Science & Services Division, Land & Water Management Division and Air Quality Division, took 
first, second and third place, respectively, in the large category.  So there was a silver lining in the rising gas prices.        
It was just the incentive many of us needed to find a more healthy and less polluting way of getting to work.
